How to Take Measurements of Your Grounds 


N GIVING MEASUREMENTS the first thing 1s to indicate the boundary lines of premises. Then indicate outlines of house. ‘Then shoy 
I number of feet from front line to house, and also number of feet from side lines to house. Roads or walks are measured either fror 
one side or the other. If the road or walk is irregular, two or more measurements should be taken from side line to intersections. Ann 
object now standing, such as trees, shrubs, fences or other buildings should be located in the same way, by first measuring from front ¢| 
back line, depending on which line is nearest to the object, and then measure from one side line thus showing the angle. 


O ILLUSTRATE. Suppose your lot is 70 feet front and 110 feet deep—make your scale 5 feet to the inch. Establish your boundar 
line by counting 14 inches from either side of the paper for front, and 22 for the depth. Then if the house is 30 feet from the fror 


line count 6 inches and mark position of front of house; if 20 feet from one side count 4 inches, which will give you this position, usir 
the same method for other side, also from back. (Always give points of compass.)

In order to prevent damage by the striped beetle, which is often 
very troublesome and destructive to the young melon plants, keep 
the plants dusted with Paris green, land plaster or some other good 
preventive. These attacks by insects are often avoided by starting 
the plants in hotbeds or frames, either in pots oronsod. Cultivate 
the land in both directions until the vines prevent it, so that little 
cultivation by hand will be necessary. After the danger from 
serious insect injury has passed, remove all but three good plants 
from each hill. If melons of fancy quality are desired, place a 
board or piece of glass under them to keep them off the ground, 
so that they may ripen more evenly and not become bruised. 


Cl aes SAME Cultural directions apply 
to watermelons as to musk 
melons, except that the end of the 
muskmelon vine may be pinched so 
that the laterals will be stronger, 
although this is seldom done where 
melons are grownon a large scale.

NIONS THRIVE 17 any good soil but the very sandy soils are apt to dry 
out to too great an extent. The best ground to use is that which has 
been used for onions before, or for any other crop that has kept it up to a 
high degree of fertility and which has been fall ploughed and spring har- 
rowed. After the ground has been thoroughly pulverized, sow the seed as 
early as possible in the spring (before the middle of May, though late crops 
have been sown as late as June), about 44 inch deep in rows 12 to 15inches 
apart. Use only seed of high germinating qualities and sow a little thicker 
than the onions are to stand to avoid unnecessary thinning. Inthe case 
of the larger varieties, however, the young seedlings should be transplanted 
to permit the plants to reach full size and development. As soon as they 
break through the surface soil the plants should be cultivated by a cultivator 
that works both sides of the rows at once. Hand weeding should follow 
and this should continue until the plants are large enough to be injured by 
the cultivator when it should be abandoned and hand hoeing resorted to 
Continue cultivation until the bulbs begin to form after which it is not good 
to work too much among them lest the tops be broken down before they 
are ready. When the onions are about the size of a half dollar and before 
the tops break down it is well to give alight dressing of some quick acting 
fertilizer, which should be done preferably before orduringarain. Pull when 
the tops begin to die down, cure and sell or store in a cool dry place. One 
ounce of seed sows 100 feet of row, 5 or 6 pounds to the acre. 

For sets select clean sandy soil of medium fertility, prepare it well and 
sow the seed in drills using 40 to 60 pounds per acre. Gather the sets when 
ripe, cure and store in a dry airy place. They may be wintered in a slightly 
frozen condition. but must be protected from repeated freezing and thawing. 
In the early spring following plant them in shallow drills 12 inches apart 
and 2 inches apart in the drill.

HE CULTIVATION OF the squash and pumpkin is 
much the same as that of the cucumber and 
melon.

Tomato seed should be started as early as February or the middle of March 
in greenhouses, in boxes in the house, or in hotbeds. When the plants get their second leaves 

they should be transplanted again to insure good strong stocky plants before setting out in the 
open ground. Some time between the zoth of May 
and the Ist of June, after all danger of frost is past, 
the plants may be set out. ‘Tomatoes prefer a rich, 
retentive, sandy loam, but will do well on almost any 
well drained soil, and even on porous soil will do better 
than most crops. A southern slope is excellent for . 
ripening the fruit, but if properly managed, they will 
ripen anywhere. The plants should be set 6 inches 
deep and about 5 feet apart each way and thoroughly 
cultivated. With field tomatoes a horse cultivator 
may be used, and those in the garden may be staked 
up to enable the fruit to ripen, as well as to facilitate 
hand cultivation. Applications of superphosphate or 
some other good complete vegetable fertilizer will 
often hasten maturity and increase the yield. One 
ounce of seed will produce 3000 plants, and for the 
customer who does not want to start the seed, we 
have plants ready to be set out of doors.

Second, its long 
tap root penetrates the sub-soil, !oosening it 
and making it more porous. Third, the absorption of the 
free nitrogen makes it of great service. Fourth, it provides 
splendid forage. Fifth, it may be used as a cover crop. 
Sixth, the roots and stubble are left as additions to the soil 
always causing considerable improvement It has strong 
roots and heavy foliage, possessing great fertilizing powers. 
It draws its nourishment very heavily from the air, and 
returns it in a richer measure to the soil, thereby enriching 
it to a degree that is remarkable. If not desired as a 
fertilizer, it makes a fine fodder for cattle. The cow pea 
ranks very high as a soil enricher, gathering immense 
quantities of nitrogen from the atmosphere. The ripe 
peas contain no less than 18% per cent of. digestible 
protein. The vines properly cured are a most valuable 
fodder for cattle and sheep, being richer in protein and 
fat than the best clover hay. If desired the pods may be 
harvested for the grain and the vines plowed under to 
fertilize the soil. The seed or grain is ground and used 
for feed, the leaves and stalks also make good fodder fed 
green. Poor sandy soil may be greatly improved by plowing 
under a crop of cow peas and thus made into a fertile loam. 
If wanted to plow under as a fertilizer, sow with a drill. in 
drills a foot apart. If grown for seed plant 3% feet apart and 1 foot in the 
. row, and cultivate thoroughly, using 25 pounds of seed per acre. Minnesota
